Idle element, an unproductive class 
who look with inherited scorn on those 
whose education has been merely in 
the art of bread winning. This

At Salton, in southern California, ex­ 
ists a basin of land between 200 and 
2u0 feet below sea level. 
About 1,000 
acres of the depressed area are cov­ 
ered with a deposit of salt. which (J. E.

The salt Is first thrown Into 
ridges by a peculiarly shaped plow, 
drawn by a dummy engine with ca­ 
bles, and then is piled Into conical 
heaps before being carried to the dry­ 
ing house and crushing mill.

They occupy the dwelling de­ 
scribed ajiove. the fam ous 
Filipino 
having one side aud his custodian tile 
other. 
Aguinaldo also has his secre­ 
tary and his physician. Uncle Sum 
paying all expenses of tile establish­ 
ment. 
The prisoner has been allowed 
the privilege of going w here lie pleases 
; within Manila, but is alw ays accoil) pa- 
! nied by an American officer. 
Who 
ever he wishes may call at the bouse. 
aud he has been allowed to talk with 
out restraint. 
L ieutenant Bridges says that Agui­ 
naldo talks with him but little and 
lives in constant fear of assassination. 
The ex-leader of the Filipinos believes 
th a t the friends of General Luna, who 
attribute that general’s death to Agui­ 
n aldos order, intend to kill him at tile 
first opportunity. 
Ile seldom takes ad 
vantage of his privilege to walk out­ 
doors. but stays within for fear he will 
be shot do'vn if he ventures where he 
may be seen by friends of Luna, who, 
in Aguinaldo’s belief at least, are but 
w atching for a chance to strike. 
Recently Aguinaldo has been very 
uncom m unicative ami uncompaoiooa 
hie. He is guarded day and night, and. 
while given privacy in his ow*u apart 
m eats, sentries constantly guard every 
avenue of escape. 
Much of his time 
Is spent in reading. 
He is a careful 
dresser, appearing a t breakfast each 
morning carefully groomed. 
He en­ 
joys good health, and but for bis fear 
j of assassination bls lot would not be 
especially bard. 
Aguinaldo’s captivity and tile way In 
which be has conducted himself have 
Increased the respect of bls captors 
for bim very m aterially. 
Although 
ireated with every courtesy, be still 
'em ains modest and unassum ing. 
He 
aas often expressed a wish to come to 
;be United States, but if the rum or 
th a t he is about to be tried for treason 
and sent here to serve his sentence 
proves true, which is som ew hat doubt­ 
ful. bis visit will be anything bot a 
pleasant one.

stone. 
The 
situation 
was now so se­ 
rious tim 
tho 
w h i t e people 
called the lead­ 
ers of the In­ 
dians together, 
told them about the rew ards aud said 
th a t they must deliver up Joe Pete, 
dead or alive. The red men grunted 
and went Into powwow for two days. 
Joe Pete’s own brother. John, was the 
orator of the occasion and swept away 
the reluctance of the older Indians to 
give up one of their number. Ile was 
then commanded to kill bis brother. 
Joe Pete’s brother started on the trail. 
One morning ju st as the light of a new 
day was piercing the thick growth of 
trees and bushes John saw the fam il­ 
iar figure of bls brother In the path. Ile 
was apparently well fed and certainly 
well clothed aud carried tw o rifles and 
cartridge belts. 
From a tree two thin puffs of rifle 
smoke rose in the air. The stillness, 
sharply broken, was followed by the 
sound of feel quickly crashing their 
way to the dead m an’s side. To make 
doubly certain bis deed the living In­ 
dian stooped over the prostrate form 
of the fallen one and sent a dagger in­ 
to bls heart.

T h e I d e a l F a r m florae. 
A good plow* horse or farm horse is 
a heavy but not clumsy animal and 
one capable of exerting great power 
and endurance in (dowing or hauling, 
says C. W. Knox in American Culti­ 
vator. At the same time the animal 
must be a fair road horse, not a trotter, 
but one that can get across the coun­ 
try roads at a moderate pace. The ani­ 
mal should also lie a fast walker aud 
not a slow, clumsy, mulelike creature. 
Such ideal farm horses are bred now 
and to tie found ou thousands of farms.

farmer of 
any 
progressiveness 
would think of walking behind some 
of the old slow walking farm horses of 
a dozen years ago. Such an animal per­ 
forms a Unit one-half the work that a 
model farm horse does in a day. 


A n im a la F o r H ie F o rm . 
The ideal farm cow. sheep or pig 
sbonld be a medium between the high 
bred animal and the old scrub, says a 
Kansas farmer In American Cultiva­ 
tor. That is. each one should possess 
some of the hardiness of the latter and 
be able to bustle a little for a living 
without suffering therefrom and yet 
be able to do good work, make beef or 
milk In goo*I quantities or produce 
pork or wool that will pay. These ani­ 
mals show a degree of success on the 
average farm which makes them of 
great value. They are suited to a little 
rough, practical life, and yet when 
kindly treated they respond quickly to 
tho Improved environments.
